ASSISTANTS AND YOUNG PRACTITIONERS 
SUBCOMMITTEE 


EVIDENCE TO ROYAL COMMISSION CRITICIZED 
A motion expressing complete dissatisfaction with the 
evidence relating to assistantships and entry into practice 
given by the British Medical Association to the Royal 
Commission was carried by the Assistants and . Young 
Practitioners Subcommittee of the General Medical Services 
Committee at its meeting on November 28. Dr. F. G. 
TOMLINS was in the chair. 

In the course of the debate, which arose out of a 
discussion on the Association's preliminary memorandum 
f evidence (Supplement, November 23, 1957, p. 157) and 
the fourth supplementary memorandum evidence 
(Supplement, November 15, p. 201), the CHAIRMAN explained 
that, although the subcommittee had not been consulted 
ibout the preparation of either document, he, as, its 
chairman, had been invited by the Royal Commission 
Evidence Subcommittee of the G.M.S. Committee to attend 
‘s July meeting, but had, unfortunately, been unable to 
lo so, 

Dr. R. E. Hancock said he did not regard the preliminary 
memorandum as evidence but as a “ statement ” amounting 
to a complete defence of principals in general practice. Dr. 
L. described the fourth memorandum as a 
defence of the evidence given at the oral hearing 
Supplement, February 1, p. 39), particularly of that given 
‘n assistants’ salaries; as such, it was verv inadequate. 

Dr. W. HuGues thought that the oral evidence failed to 
establish that Spens was being implemented in respect of 
assistants. The figure of £1,245 gross, which the fourth 
memorandum quoted as the average yearly salary offered 
assistants, would be consistent with the Spens 
recommendations ; but he understood that, in the Shefficid 
irea at any rate, the common figure lay between £1.050 and 
t1,100. Dr. E. F. D. Gawne asked that a short questionary 
should be sent out to those on the subcommittee’s electoral 
roll seeking more facts from assistants about their salaries 
and hours and conditions of work. Dr. D. M. CRuICKSHANK 
said that the figures quoted in the evidence seemed to be 
ludicrously high. 

Dr. F. Gray said that the figure of £1,245 stated in the 
memorandum related to the London area and did not 
pretend to do otherwise. He had explained to the Evidence 
Committee how he had arrived at the figure and it had 
iccepted it as accurate. 

After further discussion the resolution referred to was 
passed. It was decided to appoint a special subcommittee, 
consisting of Drs. Tomlins, R. T. Jones, and Hancock, to 
produce a memorandum of additional information before 
the next meeting. 
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Procedure for Appeal 


The CHAIRMAN announced that the suggested procedure 
for appeal by the subcommittee direct to the Council, in 
certain circumstances, had been approved by the latter 
body, following the recommendation of the Organization 
Committee, to whom the subcommittee’s request for the 
grant of this right had been referred. He said it was a 
right which ought to be used with considerable discretion 
It would not do any good if invoked frivolously ; on the 
other hand. it could be a most valuable thing when employed 
in the right circumstances. 


Calculation of Central Pool 

The subcommittee considered that there was no 
objection to general disclosure of the information contained 
in a memorandum prepared by Dr. Davies for the G.M.S. 
Committee on the method of calculation of the Centra] 
Pool. It was felt, however, that if it was to be 
communicated to every general practitioner on the list it 
ought to be in a more popular form and be sent to 
assistants as well as to principals. To save the expense of 
sending out the original document to everyone, it was urged 
that it should be available at Headquarters for any doctor 
who was genuinely interested in it. 


Elections to Subcommittee 

The subcommittee then discussed a letter received from 
Dr. D. B. Hawkins (Romford) suggesting that more 
information about candidates for election to the sub- 
committee should be given on the voting papers. 

The CHAIRMAN said it looked as though Dr. Hawkins 
wanted a sort of electoral address sent out. The question of 
expense then arose. Dr. Gray explained that in elections to 
the Council of the Association a description of qualifications 
limited to 20 words was. sent out free. Dr. Gawne thought 
that the voting papers should state when the candidate 
qualified, from what hospital, how many years he had been 
a trainee or assistant in general practice, and how many 
years’ experience he had. 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that, for the time being, the 
principle of 20 words should be accepted but that the sub- 
committee should recommend that a note should be 
incorporated in the preliminary notice to candidates, which 
was sent to the Journal, explaining the nature of the 
procedure required ; that the office should then be asked for 
information on the amount it would cost the candidate te 
send out an electoral address of, say, one foolscap sheet. 


Entry into Practice 

Following a suggestion by Dr. Wiiiams _ that 
unestablished principals should be asked to collect some 
information on entry into general practice, the CHAIRMAN 
suggested that members might send in their ideas for a 
suitable proforma which unestablished principals could be 
asked to complete. 

Dr. Gray, however, pointed out the danger of duplicating 
some of the information on the subject which the Roya! 
Commission was collecting. He suggested that the 
Association be asked to request the Royal Commission to 
make the information it received known in advance so that 
the Association’s representatives could consider it before 
giving further evidence. 

The subcommittee agreed to inquire into the feasibility 
of Dr. Gray’s suggestion and to consider further action at 
the next meeting. 


Membership of Subcommittee 

A report was received that Dr. W. MorGan Evans had 
resigned from the G.M.S. Committee and that Dr. C. M 
Scoit had been appointed by that committee to serve on the 
subcommittee in Dr. Evans’s place. 

It was decided to recommend to the G.M.S. Committee 
that the holder of the office of cha?rman for the time being 
of the Junior Members’ Forum should be invited to be an 
ex officio member of the subcommittee. 
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It was agreed that the gross figure of £1,650 should, as a 
temporary measure and without prejudice to its further 
consideration, be proposed as a reasonable income limit to 
apply to unestablished practitioners in determining the 
subcommittee’s electorate. 

The subcommittee appointed Dr. HuGHes as deputy to 
Dr. HANCOCK as representative of assistants on the G.M.S 
Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that he had accepted an 
invitation to become a member of the Medical Services 
Review Committee (Journal, December 6, p. 1401). He felt 
that the invitation was a compliment to the subcommittee. 


FEES AND MILEAGE 
Emigrants to Australia 


The B.M.A.’s Private Practice Committee has negotiated 
the following fees for examinations of assisted-passage 
emigrants to Australia with effect from January 1, 1959. 

(1) For each person 16 years and over and any unaccompanied 
child: not exceeding £2 2s. sterling; (2) for each child examined 
it the same time as its parents: not exceeding 15s. sterling. 

At present the maximum fees for such examinations are 
tl Is. and 7s. 6d. respectively. 


Mileage and National Service Medical Boards 


Also as a result of representations by the Private Practice 
Committee the Ministry of Labour and National Service has 
igreed that chairmen and members of National Service 
medical boards may claim mileage allowance in respect of 
two return journeys made on the same day, provided that: 

(1) the doctor attends two sessions of a medical board on the 
same day and there is an interval of more than two hours 
between the sessions; (2) during the interval the doctor returns 
home to attend to his practice; (3) the interval between the two 
sessions be defined as the period beginning when the last man is 
dealt with by the chairman at the first session until the scheduled 
commencement of the second session; and (4) the mileage 
allowance in respect of the second return journey be subject to 
the usual rate per mile and to a maximum of I6s.

COMPOSITION OF MILK 


The Association has submitted evidence to a Committee on 
the Composition of Milk which has been set up by the 
Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food with the 
following terms of reference: 

To consider the composition of milk sold off farms in the 
United Kingdom from the standpoint both of human nutrition 
and animal husbandry, and to recommend any legislative or other 
changes that may be desirable 

The Food Subcommittee of the Association’s Public 
Health Committee has decided to submit no observations 
upon draft regulations relating to skimmed milk with added 
fat which the Minister proposes to make jointly with the 
Minister of Health under the Food and Drugs Act, 1955. 
The Public Health Committee (Scotland) has considered a 
corresponding proposal from the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, and has decided to submit no observations. 


Sealed Churns 


The Food Subcommittee of the Public Health Committee 
has also considered a proposal from the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food to withdraw the requirement 
that churns of raw milk, consigned under the designation 
T.T., should be sealed, and has informed the Ministry that it 
cannot support the proposal. 


The Lord Chancellor's Office has agreed that fees for part-time 
members of pensions appeals tribunals should be 10 guineas for 
full-days’ sittings and § guineas for half a day.

GENERAL MEDICAL SERVICES COMMITTEE 
(SCOTLAND) 


Previously known as the General Medical Services 
Subcommittee (Scotland) the General Medical Services 
Committee (Scotland), as it is now named, met at Edinburgh 
on November 27, with Dr. C. HARROWER in the chair. The 
CHAIRMAN gave a report of the views of the General 
Medical Services Committee on the Government's further 
interim increase of 4% in the basic remuneration of doctors 
and of the Committee’s decision to appoint a working party 
to discuss with the Ministry of Health the distribution of the 
new money (Supplement, December 6, p. 239). 


Change of Address 


The Committee was told that, as a result of discussions 
with representatives of the Department of Health, executive 
councils were now acting on the information they received 
from completed forms E.C.1(c). It regarded this as satis- 
factory and as one step towards correcting inflation. It was 
agreed to send a circular to local medical committees asking 
them to encourage doctors to complete these forms as a 
method of keeping lists up to date. 


Diagnostic Facilities in Glasgow 

The Chairman reported that the representations which had 
been made to the Department on the inadequacy of the 
facilities directly available to general practitioners in 
Glasgow for laboratory and radiological examinations were 
the subject of discussion at a recent meeting with the 
Department. The Committee hoped that a satisfactory 
solution might be forthcoming in the not-too-distant future 


Air Ambulance Service 


The Committee considered a draft circular from the 
Department about the Air Ambulance Service and with 
particular reference to the use of helicopters. It recorded 
its thanks to those who were concerned in the arrangements 
for the operation of the Air Ambulance Service and agreed 
that the proposals seemed to be very satisfactory. 


Dental Services in Remote Areas 


Representations from the Highlands and __ Islands 
Practitioners’ Subcommittee about the difficulties in 
obtaining dental services in the remote parts of Scotland 
were considered. While appreciating the general shortage 
of dentists, the Committee felt that the special problem of 
patients in the Highlands and Islands areas in Scotland 
merited consideration, and it was agreed that Dr. C. J. 
Swanson and Dr. J. T. McCutcheon should meet 
representatives of the General Dental Services Committee 
(Scotland) to discuss the matter and report back 


Personal Medical Record Card 


The Committee considered a letter from the Edingurgh 
Local Medical Committee pointing out the need for a 
patient’s personal medical record card. It was reported that 
this matter was under consideration centrally, but the 
Committee felt it was advisable in the meantime to ask the 
Public Health Committee (Scotland) for its observations on 
the proposal. 

Doctors’ Houses in Highlands and Islands 


It was reported that representatives of the Highlands and 
islands Subcommittee had again discussed with the 
Department of Health the question of the maintenance of 
practitioners’ houses in the Highlands and Islands and also 
the question of providing other accommodation in these 
cases where the house was particularly unsuitable. It 
was learned that the Department is considering the 
representations, and it is hoped that in the near future it will 
submit proposals for the Subcommittee’s consideration

Tax Relief on Defence Society’s Subscriptions 


Sir,—Prior to the coming into operation of the Finance 
Act, 1958, a doctor or dentist whose professional 
remuneration was assessable to income tax under Schedule 
E (remuneration by salary) was not normally allowed relief 
for his annual subscription to his defence society. The 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue have now approved the 
Medical Defence Union, the Medical Protection Society, and 
the Medical and Dental Defence Union of Scotland for the 
purposes of Section 16 of the Finance Act, 1958, and the 
whole of the annual subscription paid by a member who 
qualifies for relief under that Section will be allowable as 
a deduction from his emoluments assessable to income tax 
under Schedule E. Practitioners assessed under Schedule D 
already enjoy this concession, but a member of a medical 
defence society who holds a salaried appointment should 
apply to his tax office without delay for form P.358 on 
which to make a claim for adjustment of his “ pay as you

Merit Awards for General Practitioners 


Sir,—We, the undersigned practitioners, have recently had 
the feeling from articles in the press that there is a strong 
move being made behind the scenes to introduce a merit 
award scheme to general practice. To introduce such a 
scheme would, in our opinion, be a retrograde step designed 
to disrupt what unity there is in the profession and would 
be no remedy for the inadequacy of the present method 
of payment. Could it be that the Minister, recognizing our 
dissatisfaction, has decided that the cheapest method of 
dealing with it would be to “ buy off” those of us who are 
in a position to give a lead? What criterion would be 
accepted for the award? Length of service, size of list, or 
the possession of higher degrees is no indication of true 
merit in practice, and no award based on these would be a 
substitute for what is really required—payment for work 
done. 

We are afraid that we may waken some morning to dis- 
cover that a merit award system has been foisted upon us, 
and, since we believe that such a system would be contrary 
to the best interests of the profession and to the wishes of 
the majority, we appeal to all practitioners who agree with 
us to make their opinion known now by letter or at local

Partnership in General Practice

Private General Practice 


Sir,—Many general practitioners will deeply resent the 
implications of your annotation entitled “Private General 
Practice” (Journal, November 29, p. 1343}. If “some 
old-fashioned socialists ” dislike the idea of family doctoring 
being dependent on financial privilege they are in good 
company. The decision to provide a comprehensive general 
practice service for the whole community was taken 
by a coalition government of all parties. In 1954 the 
committee on general practice of the Central Health 
Services Council, under the ee ee of Lord Cohen,’ 
endorsed this concept and “ decided that it is right to regard 
prescribing as an integral part of general medical services, 
and therefore does not recommend that doctors be allowed 
to use National Health Service prescription forms for their 
private patients.” The report was signed by such men 
as Guy Dain, E. A. Gregg, and W. N. Pickles, men with a 
lifetime of service in the interests of the family doctor, and 
therefore cannot be lightly disregarded. 

During the first 10 years of the N.H.S. the vast majority 
of family doctors have sought to give the best available 
service. We are quite capable of meeting the reasonable 
demands of busy people among our patients. Most of us 
have evening surgeries for those who wish to consult us after 
working hours—a service which no other profession 
consistently provides. A growing number find no difficulty 
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in running efficient appointment systems for N.H.S. patients. 
We may not have Prime Ministers on our list, but who 
among us has not frequently gone out of his way to suit the 
convenience of those who serve or entertain the public in 
humbler capacities ? Most of us have few or no private 
patients. No insurance schemes or the right to N.HLS. 
prescriptions will bring them to our surgeries. It is true 
that a significant increase in private practice “ will lessen 
the heavy burden now borne by the State,” but it will 
inevitably result in a reduction of the Central Pool and 
therefore reduce the remuneration of every general 
practitioner who has no private patients nor the possibility 
of getting them. This seems a heavy price to pay for the 
freedom of the minority to do more private practice. 
Moreover, any general impression that we wish to divide 
family doctoring into first- and second-class compartments 
would be disastrous to the profession at the present time. 
Our case to the Royal Commission, the Government, and 
the public must be that we seek adequate pay and the time 
and tools to allow us to give a first-class service to all our 
patients irrespective of income. Many of us will feel that 
operating such a service, seeing our patients, and prescribing 
for them without financial considerations will give us a 
greater sense of freedom than selling our services to the 
individual patient or his insurance company.—I am, etc., 
London, N.W.S. H. C. FAULKNER.
